“Building the weather out is fully 


| as important as maintaining a fire in 


the furnace. In the old days when 
we scorched our faces and froze our 
backs at the open fireplace, we went 
shivering to bed and breathed icicles 
on the coverlid. 

“We have learned to plaster our 
houses inside and out, but in frame 


construction we have always had dif- 
ficulty through expansion and con- 
traction of preventing the plaster 
from cracking and scaling off. 

“But the introduction of triangular 
steel reinforcement and the improve- 
ment of outside plasters has correct- 
ed this evil and a house now could be 
tumbled end over end and its plas- 
tered walls remain tntact,’’ saye Mr. 
R. S. Rider, president, Canadian Steel 
& Wire Co. 

“Another feature is that reinforced 
stucco never has to be painted, which 
is something every home owner will 
appreciate,”

In the summer time when the 
thunder caps appear in the sky and 
the storm sweeps down on the farm, 
the farmer thinks less of his safely 
than he does of his live stock. 

When the stock is in the field dur- 
ing the storm it may happen that the 
animals drift against the wire fence, 
which may be heavily charged with 
electricity, and are shocked to death. 

The ordinary fence built on 
wooden posts should be grounded 
every sixth post by means of a wire 
six or eight feet long twisted around 
all of the line wires of the fence and 
then secured in a hole in the ground. 
The hole should be dug deep enough 
so that the wire comes itn contact 
with moist earth. A fence so ground- 
ed offers no danger to live stock dur- 
ing the thunderstorm. 

The wire fence built on galvanized 
steel fence posts is already grounded 
at every post and no thunderstorm 
with its discharge of lightning can 
injure the cattle enclosed by such @ 
fence,

Peace River, bisected by a line drawn 
from Fort St. John to the mouth of 
the Battle River, is an old river bed 
where the Peace once flowed, and to 
locate this ancient waterway pros- 
pectors are outfitting in Edmonton, 
Some have already gone in, including 
Jack Turner, late of the Yukon, while 
a number are preparing their packs 
for the journey. Several men from 
the gold fields of Alaska have reached | 
Edmonton within the past few days,! 
and the report of the mystic El Dor-j 
ado north of the Peace having reach-! 
ed their cars, they also are en route! 
to try their luck in the country north! 
of the Clear Hills, 

This minor stampede is the direct | 
result of a story circulated amongst | 
the old timers of the north country, ! 
the truth of which will doubtless be 
solved during the coming season. 
Here is the tale. Some years ago 
an Indian coming into Fort St. John 
from the country to the northeast of 
the post picked up a fair sized gold 


nugget which he discovered in a 
stream Following this an old trap- 
per, a white man, who made Fort 


St. John his rendezvous, came in to 
the Fort with a quantity of coarse 
gold which he had washed from some 
stream in a similar direction to that 
from which the Indian hailed. 


Thereafter the old fellow gave up 
trapping and lived on the jat of the 
land, in care-free idleness at the 
post, Whenever his supplies of neces- 
saries ran low, he hitched his dogs to 
the sleigh and disappeared, but in a 
few days was back again with a 
fresh supply of gold. 

This continued for a- number of 
years, but fate overtook the old man 
nd one day his body was found on 
the trail frozen stiff.
